The refugee camp Jn King's Park, 
behind the Kowloon Magistracy, was 
fortunate last night In not suffering 
complete destruction when fire broke 
out in one of the most westerly huts. 
Made of wood, and bone dry from 
the Intense heat of the sun during 
the post few days, the hut was 
material for a bonfire which shot 
flames almost a hundred feet into 
the alr, Shin site ® 

Most fortunate for the’ camp and 
the hundreds of refugees there, on 
easterly wind was blowing and 
wafted the flames away from the. 
ndjoining. huts. - The — great. heat, 
however, "started small fires in ‘a 
second hut, but these were soon 


“[ controlled. 


“The major fire started about 9.30 
pm. A hugo pillar of smoke, shot 
with tongues of fire, rose into the air 
and attcactled-citwds from all around 
the district. “The reason for the fire 
is not known. The hut in which it 


started is not a Government building, |} 


but was erected by the Emergency 
Refugee Council ut a cost-of $4,000, 
and was used og a school and indus- 


trial section for the refugee children. | 


In the hut was a store room in which 
‘were many matresses and pillows, 

By 10 p.m. the fire was almost out, 
but tn the meanwhile the scorching 
heat had started two smaller fires in 
the Isolation hut—the gap being but 
a few fect. Coolles clambered up on 
the roof and’ with buckets of water 
extingulshed, the flames before they 
hnd had thme to thke hold. 

Deputy Superintendant G. C, Moss, 
of the Kowloon: Fire Statlon, was 
summoned from out of: the Alhambra 
Theatre, and was in charge of the 
operations. Three fire appliances 
were on the scene, but had {t not 
been for the east wind, the task of- 
controlling the blaze would have 
been immeasurably more dimcult, if 
not impossible. - 

What adds to the mystery. of the 
fire's orlgin Is the fuct that the hut, 
being designed as no school, is sup- 
posed to be closed and uninhabited 
after dark, 

The refugees, were not panicky, and 
as soon as the fire: was over settled 
down quletly -agaln, ‘ The fire was 
spotted immediately after Its out- 
break by the camp oMcers who took 
immedirte steps to ensure the 
safety of the camp.

To win independence from the 
tyranny of King George Lil cost 
the lives ofsome 7,000 American 
colonists.

Absurd Suggestion 


This suggestion, Mr. Potter ob- 
served, was absurd becnuse’ most of 
the plnces along the coust of Chinn 
were already in Japanese hands and 
therefore tt was tantamount to trad.. 
ing with an enemy country. The 
Court should treat the laws of China 
as Engllsh laws, the object of which, 
was, to restrain the nctivities of its 
nationals on behalf of an enemy 
country, The facts disclosed in Mr. 
Matsumoto's affidavit were that the 
D.K.K., having been appointed agents 
by the hend office of the Ching Kee, 
were entitled: to assume control of 
the ships lying in Hongkong. 

If this were truce the position 
would be remarkable, because the 
DE.K., being oa Japanese concern, 
were being asked to become agents 
of n Chinese company, said Mr. 
Potter. Such an act was illegal in 
view of the fact that a state of war 
existed between the two countrics, 
und jn. the absence of any evidence 
to the contrary, this Court should 
presume that the English law was 
exactly the same us the Chinese law. 


Other Activities 


It was also stated In the oMdavit 
that, apart from the ships in Hong- 
kong. the Company had 14 others, 
three of which were being run in 
the ordinary course of business and 
‘the remaining 11 being chartered to 
Japanese concerns, It had been 
susitested that the suspension of the 
Compuny in Honglong was only 
temporary and would be resumed as

During the past year, the aMidavit 
went on, the business was carried on 
profitably, Mr. Potter — observed 
that if companics in England were 
allowed to trade with enemy coun- 


a favourable balance. 
The grounds of opposition, accord- 


ing to the aMfidavit, were that If the 
winding up order - were mude the 
Company would be prevented fram 
making any profits and also that the 
excessive cost involved in the wind- 
ing up was entirely unjustified. 

In answer to Mr, Matsumoto’s 
nMidavit, Mr, June-ke Choy had filed

Mr, T. K. King, Shipplng Manager 
of the China Merchants, had also 
filed an afidavit, saying that he went 
to the Ching Kee’s premises Jn Wing 
Lok Street In April last and found 
nobody there, Subsequent Inquiries 
disclosed that its accounts with 
various banks had been closed since 
January last, and at no time was any 
smenilon made of the D.K.K, having 
been appointed agents, 

Mr. King also stated that since 
August, 1998, It had been impossible 
to irnde between ports, for the ships 
were Mable to seizure by the 
Japanese. In other words, a ship 
flying the Chinese Nationul ting, if it 
wished to trade, could only do 50 
with the consent of the Japancse 
naval authoritics, 


Acts Prohibited 


Mr. Potter then referred to the 
affidavit of Mr. Lo and sald that no. 
one. could fall to agree with his 
oninion on Chinese Inw. In the 
ovinion of Mr, Lo, the relations be- 
{ween the Ching Kee Company and 
ihe DICK. could, in a wider sense, 
he construed of on infringement of 
the law. and that the acts of the 
Company and the attempts thereat 
were both prohibited. ey 

Counsel concluded by submitting 
that In the absence of ‘any evidence 
to the contrary, and ‘on the grounds 
which he had set out, -the law in 
Chinn as regords trading: with an 
enemy was the same as-in Englund, 
qund therefore the Court had Jjuris- 
dictlon. to order the winding up of 
the Company.

As regards the grounds that the 
ships were Hnble to.be seized, Mr.

What had happened was this: the 
Ching Kee Company was a Chinese 
compnny, the owncra of 20 ships, six 
of which were in Hongkong and the 
remainder tending’ somewhere in the 
North-of China. 


All these ships, according to Mr. 
Matsumoto, were still flying the 
Chinese flag, und these were ce 
only assets over which the High 
Court of Chungking had any juris-| 
diction. On Februtry 21, 1939, the 
Court In Chungking ordered that the 
Company, be wound up. Nothing 
happened as to thot and Mr. Mat- 
sumoto had stated that these ships 
This proved .that 
the order was entirely ineffective, 
und it would therefore be an abuse 
of natural justice If this Court were 
to grant an order following that. 


Error Corrected 


When the case was resumed In the 
nf{ternoon, Mr. Potter drew attention 
to an error in one of the papers, 
which stated that the petition was 
for the windIng up of the China Mer- 
chants Steam Navigation Co. .

good People of these Colonies, 
solemnly -publish and declare, 
That These United: Colonies are, 
and of Right ought to be, Free 
and Independent States; that 


They—are--Absolved_—from—all. 


Allegiance to the British Crown, 
and that all political connection 
between them and the. State of 
Great Britain’ is and ought to be 
totally dissolved . . .” 

To win independence from the 
tyranny of King George III] cost 
the lives of some 7,000 American 
colonists. Almost 150 years 
Inter, the United States expend- 
ed treasure incalculable and the 
lives of 30,000 of its young men, 
in- aiding England's defence 
against a continental. aggressor.

Art In Serving Food. 


PPEARANCES are important, and 
good cooks realise Us. Uf a dish 
looks yood it excites the appetite and 
inclines the diner to enjoy the meal. 
There are certain fashions In serving 
and fixed rules regarding dishes 
which help in this direction and 
which all women who do any cooking 
should know, 

Melon is served sliced in a dish or 
each slice on a plate, either of chinn 
or glass, and sugar and powdered 
ginger are handed. In hot weather 
the sliced melon Is often served in 
a bowl of crushed Ice. 

Grape fruits are halved and served 
in the peel ino. grape fruit dish. 
The core is cut out, the membranca 
and pips removed, and the frult cut 
away from the edge. It may then be 
decorated and flavoured to taste. Or 
the edible part of the fruit may be 
served in a.glass placed on a plate. 
and in either cnse itvis caten wilh a 
teaspoon. 

Frult cocktails are served in glusses 
which ore made with long or short 
stems in all kinds of designs and 
colours. It is not necessary that the 
plate on which the glasses are placed 
should match the dinner.service. - 


Soup and Fish. 


Soup may be served from 4 tureen 
into ordinary soup. plates. or bouillon 
cups may bo used.: . ¢ -' 

Hot fish of the plain order ts served 
from the sidcboard on to the’ plates, 
but filicts are generally handed on a 
fint serving dish or fireproof dish. _ 

Cold fish dishes are, os a rule, 
elaborately decorated and ‘placed on 
a serving dish, 

Entrees are served in the ordinary 
silver entree dish, but for mixed grills 
n serving dish with a plated grill 
should be chosen ond a similar dish 
without the grill is used for cutlets, 
fillets, and small. joints and birds 
which are curved ‘ready for service.

Sometime the melba glasses are 
served cach on a plate or grouped 
on a serving dish with spoon anda 
wafer or other kind of little pastry 
Placed by euch glass. Or the pastries 
may be handed separately, 


Savourles are served in entree 
dishes, or if souffics, In large or in- 
dividual souMe dishes, as are sweet 
soufilcs and cold mousses. . 


General Rules 


Here are some gencral rules for 
serving: —Be ‘sure that the dishes and 
pistes for hot service are really hot. 
Do not decorate hot foods claboratcly, 
In any case over-iecoration fs not in 
food taste, and it is diMcul to keep 
food hot whilst {t is being elnborately 
trimmed. Cold foods may be a little 
more elaborate, but never use a mix- 
ture of bright colours, and never use 
garnishes which nore'not catable. 
Arrange everything neatly, and be 
sure that there are’ not splashes nnd 
smears on the dishes. Serve Irish 
‘and_other stews In deep dishes, such 
ag casseroles or even oven glaze 
dishes. ay 

Never serve thick gravy with roast 
beef, muton, or game. It Is correct 
with pork or veal, Drain all bellied 
foods thoroughly. There should be 
ito trace of wator In the serving dish.
